Bevrex hos been diligent in informing us 
of the progress of the London Education 
Bill through Parliament, but -we doubt 
whether one in a hundred readers in the’ 
Far East feels auy interest in the subject. 
It is a question, however, which looms 
large ‘in the public life at home, and a great 
eal more is likely to be heard about it 
later o», as some rather alarming con. 
gequencea are threatened. The Noncon- 
fortnists unanimously denounce the Bill, as 
| thoy denounced last year’s Act which 
applies to the country generally, os an 
attempt to capture the schools of the people 
futhe interests of th» established church. 
They object ‘toit because they say that it will 
seriously diminish educational efficiency and 
destroy both unity of administration and 
direct, popular control ; secondly, because 
in the case ef the denominational sclools 
it violntes the principle that institutions 
maintained. out of public funds should be 
thirdly, 
becaure it, compels citizens to psy for 
religious. teaching, ‘much af which they 
regard as falso and injurious to the welfare 


the Slate; and finally they object to the 


SAct because it leaves teachers maintained by ; 
public money subject to sectarian teats and 
under private control. ‘The Government 
bas’ disputed all these contentions, but 
telegram received. a few dnys ago 
annovpting that the Government. had 
modified one of the main features of 
the Bill to in extent which Imd weak- 
ened. their pésition, is indicative of the 
violence cof the. stot. This modification 
must bevistill: “far frum sttisfying the 
Nonconformist conscience, which condemns 
the Bill root and Wanch. However, the 
Bill has now gone through allits stages in 
the House of Commons, but evidently when 
the Act comes into force we may expect to 
sée in England a large body of Nonconfor- 
inists throughout the country resisting Lhe 
payment of the Education rate for con- 
seience snke.

assis'ant,. and a Chinese constable, who are 
said to hove. witnessed the affair, was that 
a Portuzucre, whom thoy identify os P. A. 

Souza, chased tho approntice, aud ‘on comin 
up to him stabbed him oithar with a ebeatl 
knifo or with the blade of o sword stick, ‘ander 
the left shoulder from behind, oud that the 
unfortaonte Chinaman fell, rose, ran’on a few 
yards, fell again, and expired, the woapon 
haying piero-d “his heart, Souzv’a first story, 
dold immediately after: his arrest, was to the 
effoct that ho was annoyed by lils doce’ bell 
having been rung.

These, each ond oll inbibit 
full and free cirenlution ef the blood and air nx 
well us prompt evaporation of the perspiration 
thns interfering materially with both health 
and comfort. ..A—bactexidlogic: examination’: of 
tho skin of many of those who wear the just 
mentioned articles will-reveal around the waist 
line the presonco of a belt of skin lesions, vary- 
ing from o mero reddening to an ulceration, 
from which cultures of almost any of tho’ com. 
monly present bactoria may be made.

clothing that the groatest indiscretion ia. shown, 
and from a lack of proper attention to which ao.

Notably is this 
the ease with women, Ag you are all well 
aware, one of the banes of the average woman's 
existonco here is monstrunl oxcesa and irre. 
gulatity, and a little thought will convince 
those who. have not yet hal’ professional 
experience or given the subject the mental 
consideration which its great importance de- 
serves that, if not the sole canse of this 
deplorable and dangerous ‘condition, exposure 
to the chilling effects ‘of lowered temperature 
with insufficient body covering at night is a 
nost aggravating elemont, to say the loist,
